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POSTED FOR YOUR INFORMATION: Mark's Coin Shop Closes 


Mark's Coin Show, a gathering place of many NCNAers in the South Bay @ 
over the years, closed its doors for the last time on March 14, 1992. 
MARK REAVES opened his first store at 543 North Santa Cruz in Los 
Gatos in the Summer of 1963 after maintaining a dealership at the 
Flea Market. He later moved to larger quarters at 224 North Santa 
Cruz Avenue. For awhile, the San Jose Coin Club held its monthly 
Board of Directors meetings there. In the mid-1980's, he moved to 

his current location. Having joined the San Jose Coin Club in Sep- 
tember 1961, he was very active, primarily in the areas of coin show 
bourse and security for the San Jose Coin Club. He pioneered the 
concept of having Club Members remain in the bourse room overnight 

as part of the security team. During the mid-1970's, he gave a month- 
ly report at the San Jose Coin Club's meetings titled 'Mark's Market 
Trends'. 


He has purchased a home near Portland, Oregon, where he can be closer 
to his family. He plans to remain active in coins, and may open an- 
other shop if the conditions are right. We will miss him.

Mr. Reaves was a Charter Member of NCNA, holding membership #98, and 
joined this Association back in 1961. He maintained his membership 
for these past three decades, one of only a handful to do so.

THE MINTMASTER'S QUILL: An Editor's Prerogative 


My Friends, 


A very prominent and well-known northern California coin hobbyist and activist 
recently told me, quite strongly and directly, that he saw no value to this NCNA 
Heads and Tales and would prefer stopping it. His argument being the cost. 


Living in a free society, his argument is as valid as yours and mine, and his 
argument of the cost effectiveness does have credence; however, there is for our 
Northern California Numismatic Association (NCNA), or any organization, much more 
important issues that just dollars and cents coupled with usefulness. 


These are the very existence and purpose for this or any organization and 
what does constitute an organization. 


Dollars and cents do count. Expenses have to be paid, and not even Your Ed- 
itor, who is also NCNA's Treasurer, would reject this candid fact; yet, I ask what 
would be the alternative? An organization without any form of publication? 


The alternative would be simply: silence. Have you ever heard silence? No, 
and any dictator would be glad that you did. Silence is like the fog: it covers 
and hides. That is why in part this Association, or any organization, needs some- 
type of periodical. Members, the numismatic press, and others need to be informed, 
and reading this here and now confirms a most effective means of communication. 


Communication. Note the word and its meaning: "to make known". Publicize, 
report, announce, and remind are all synonyms. Communication is the primary funct- 
ion of any periodical, no matter if it is just a half page ditto flier or multi- 
page multi-color bound journal. What would the alternative be? Members telephoning? 
Word-of-mouth which would degenerate into rumors? Silence? 


There are certain things that make any organization--any club, association, 
society, or lodge--an organization. Just as one in a profession or career has 
characteristics, so there are for an organization. Strange? Does not make sense? 
Yes, it does. Think for a minute. Review the organizations that you belong to. In 
addition to by-laws, meetings, dues, and elections and officers, what else is 
there? Yes, a newsletter or bulletin, maybe a journal, or a magazine, on a monthly 
or other schedule. For an organization, any organization, to be correctly and pro- 
perly something, rather than an empty silent shell, communication in the form of 
a printed periodical issued regularly is mandatory and absolute. 


Expensive? Yes. A burden and chore to publish? Yes. Maybe not effective? 
Possibly so. But, the alternatives are silence and decline. Democracy works best 
with a free open press. We all learned that in our high school civics. An organ- 
ization, any organization, works best with an informative periodical. 


The gentleman's argument was with dollars and cents. His attack was to make 
a quick and easy solution: 'get-rid-of-it'. Now, I ask is that what you want? No, 
I am sure, and the reply would be the same for the Elks, Masons, gold club, bowlers, 
veterans, or any of the thousands of organizations that exist and prosper in our 


free society.
